All the spiritual and material resources 
of the Grand Alliance are to-day immeasur- 
ably enriched, President Wilson has in 
vited Congress to declare that a state of 
war exists between the United States and 
Germany. He it “to take im- 
mediate steps not only to put the country 
in a more thorough state of defence, but 
also to exert all its power, and to employ 
all its resources, to bring the Government 
of Germany to terms and end the war.” 
Congress has not yet voted ; but the Presi- 
dent’s speech was received, both within 
the Capitol and throughout the country, 
with the greatest enthusiasm, and our 
Ambassador at Washington has assured 
the Government that Congress will endorse 
his decision, We teed have no hesita- 
tion. therefore, in welcoming the American 
people as a member of the Grand Alliance. 
At this great moment in the world’s his- 
tory it is our first duty to pay honour to 
President Wilson. Immerse] in all the 
heat and passion of the war, we have fre- 
quently misunderstood his attitude; but 
we can see him to-day as tho visible em- 
bodiment of the spirit of the American 
people, He has acted threaghout this 
crisis as the faithful interpreter of that 
spirit. The United States have been 
fettered by @ tradition of isolation from 
Europe. They thought themselves a thing 
apart from the European system and its 
conflicts. They enter the war now only 
because they are at last convinced that, 
in Mr. Wilson's words, “the wrongs 
against which we now array ourselves are 
not common wrongs; they cut to the very 
root of human lile.” They have been 
forced by the hard logic of its savage prac- 
tices against themselves to recognise that 
Prussian militarism menaces not only the 
older civilisations of Europe, but the pro- 
gressive aspirations of the whole human 
family. ' So the American people, under 
the careful guidance of Mr. Wilson, draw 
the sword in defence of “ everything we 
have, everything we are.” | 

Mr. Wilson distinguishes sharply be- 
tween the German Government and 
the German people. Again and again 
he repeats, with manifest sincerity, 
that with the German people the

fighting against “ an irresponsible Govern- 
ment which has thrown aside all considera- 
tions of humanity and right.” The 
President's closing words will carry 
a subtle appeal to the heart of every 
Protestant in North Germany.

| affected,

no other.” In these words spoke Martin 
Luther to the Diet of Worms almost four 
centuries ago. In the same words Mr. 
Wilson to-day asserts the right of political 
freedom in the great fight in which the 
Germans, once the saviours of spiritual 
freedom,’ are the ‘last bulwark of 
military tyranny. His words are a 
challenge to whatever instinct for 
liberty may still persist in the German 
people beneath the accretions of their 
leaders’ philosophy of violence and coer- 
cion. The events of these tremendous days 
cannot pass them by utterly unmoved. 
They have seem the Russian people, with 
one magnificent gesture, overthrow the 
penultimate stronghold of reaction in 
Surope.

Distress in Dublin. 


We announce to-day two measures which 
have been sanctioned by the Local Govern- 
ment Board for the relief of distress in 
Dublin. A sum of £100,000 will be made 
available for housing work, and £1,250 
has been granted for the establishment of 
communal kitchens, From the fact that 
the housing money is to be devoted to 
progress with municipal ‘schemes already 
sanctioned it would seem that it is a loan, 
not a free grant.

Had the relief 
of the poor in Dublin not. been so urgent 
a matter, we should have said that it 
would have been well to start the first 
kitchens in a middle-class suburb, so that 
the public might connect the idea not 
with relief at all, but solely with the need 
for economy of the food supplies. In 
The Times yesterday, we note, Mrs. 
Pember-Reeves is quoted as defining the 
essential object of communal kitchens at 
this time as to economise food rather 
than to save pockets,’ and that is our 
view. “lf 1 am to be asked to take an in. 
terest in any such scheme,” she added, “it 
must be conducted in such a way that it 
actually saves food—that it can feed 
twenty persons on the same amount as 
would feed fifteen people by home cook- 
ing. Moreover, a turning to account of 
what may be called the by-products—so 
much waste in separate households—ought 
to be a feature of the system. For these 
reasons we think that the Local Govern. 
ment Board ought not merely to give relief 
grants for communal kitchens, but, still 
more, ought to etudy the matter with a 
view to an economic scheme for the whole 
country. We cannot foresee how nearly a 
few weeks’ advantage in this respect may 
give us a margin of safety against famine,

‘Dr. John Gwynn, 


That great generation of Irish scholars 
on which immense learning sat as lightly 
as & flower has lost one of its last sur- 
vivors by the death of Dr, John Gwynn. 
For nearly seventy years Dr. Gwynn was 
a brilliant and gracious figure in the life 
of Dublin University. There is hardly one 
parish clergyman, dean, or tishop in the 
Church of Ireland to-day who has not sat 
at his feet and is not now the better for 
his influence. He was a large part of the 
Trinity College of his time--a time that 
has fulfilled three generations—and the 
great tradition of his name will be sup- 
ported by his sons. There was a variety 
in Dr. Gwynn's life which is usually 


| the 
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ion to the academic career. He won 
er yb tir a Fellowship. He held a 
College living—how antique the term 
sounds now!—in the remote days before 
Disestablishment. he was the tenant of 
two historic deaneries. He was second in 
command of the Divinity School for five 
years, and its revered head for nearly 
thirty—though in recent years a deputy 
has taken his place as Regius Professor. 
As a theologian and an Oriental scholar 
his name wes known throughout Europe. 
It is not to be said of him, as of most 
scholars who have lived to @ greab age, 
that he outlived, if not his influence, at 
least his inspiration. In his ninetieth 
year Dr. Gwynn was younger than many 
of the young men whose grandfathers had 
been at College with him. At eighty-five 
he finished his magnum opus—the edition 
of the Book of Armagh to which he had 
devoted the labour of twenty-five years: 
He was surprised in Trinity College by 
the rebellion of last Easter, and saldiers 
have related that through his vivactty and 
his highness of heart he became the lifeand 
soul of the toil-worn garrison. His learn- 
ing and his true simplicity of mind made 
him in all things wise and generous. It 
is given to few men to vindicate so finely, 
through so long a life, the splendid claim 
of the “ humanities.” His University, his 
Church, and his country are the poorer 
by the death of this scholar and centle- 


man.

MR. JAMES CHAMBERS AGAIN 
CHOSEN. 


At a special general meeting of the South 
Belfast Unionist Association, held last night, 
Mr. James Chambers, K.C., the Irish Solicitor-

Mr. Chambers referred to his appointment as 
Solicitor-General, and said that he never even 
put himself in competition with his friend, Mr.

The President’s action is heartily wel.

This has been distinguished for its 
pro-Ally feeling all through the war, while 
it has had exceptional opportunities for 
knowing what the German menace really 
is. United States citizens here unre. 
servedly. support the action and speech of 
the President, and express great satisfac. 
tion that their country is at last geing to 
fake its part in the struggie of right 
against might. . 

It is somewhat curious, though perhaps 
devoid of meafing, that London saw uo 
display of the Stars and Stripes to-day. On 
previous occasions, when one of the Allies 
has entered into the war, there has been 
a great show of the bunting of that par- 
ticular ally, even though it was difficult, 
as in the case of Rumania, to get the flags.

NATIONAL SERVICE. 

Mr. BONAR LAW stated in reply to Mr. 
MacVeagh, that the necessity for securing the 
co-operation of the Employment Exchanges was 
recognised at the outset by the Dhurector- 
General of National Service, and was sought 
and obtained by him on his own initiative. 
The answer to the question, whether a scheme 
was given to Mr, Neville Chamberlain, which 
he was expected -to carry into effect, was in 
the negative.

THE NEW RESTRICTIONS, 

The restrictions imposed by the Government 
on the sale of whiskey are causing immense 
embarrassment to distillers and holders of 
whiskey in bond. No whiskey can be with- 
drawn from bond henceforth, for a period of 
six months at least, without a permit from the 
Advisory Commutiee in London, and the quan- 
lily withdrawn must not exceed 50 per cent. 
of the quantity withdrawn in the year 1916. 
For the past two days no business has been 
done at the bonded warehouses. If a tradér 
had a puncheon or a hogshead of whiskey in 
bond for some years, he could not withdraw 
even a pint of it uf he had not taken out some 
last yeur. The wholesale and the retail 
trade are hard hit by the restriction, which 
came in @ shape that puzzled not only the 
distillers, but the Excise officers. It is also 
felt that there is something prejudicial to Irish 
interests in the fact that the Advisory Com- 
mittee in London which issues permits does 
not include a single representative of Ireland.

‘States. Even in @pecking these things, and 
irying to extirpate them, we have sought to 
put the most generous interpretation pos- 
sible upon them, because we know that 
their source lay not in any hostile 
feeling or purpose of the German people towards 
us, who were, no doubt, as ignorant of them 
as ourselves, but only in the selfish designs 
of a Government that did what it pleased, 
told its people nothing, but they played their 
part in serving to convince us. at last that 
the Government entertains no real friendship 
jor us, and means to act against our peace 
and security at its convenience. That it meant 
io stir up enemies against us at our very 
doors the intercepted Note to the German 
Minister at Mexico is eloquent evidence. 

ACGEPT THE GAGE OF BATTLE, 

We are ‘accepting this challenge of 
hostile purpose, because we know that in 
such a Government, following ‘such 
methods, we can never have a friend, and 
that in the presence of its organised power, 
always lying in wait to accomplish we 
know not what purpose, there can be no 
assured security for the democratic Go- 
vernments of the world. We are now 
about to accept the gage of battle with 
this natural toe to liberty, and shall, if 
necessary, spend the whole force of the 
nation to check and nullify its pretensions 
and its power. 

We are glad, now that we see facts with 
no veil of talse pretence about them, to fight 
thus for the ultimate peace of the world; 


for the liberation of its peoples, the German |

PROPOSED TRANSFER OF PRISONERS. 

The Marquis of BALISBBURY moved that His 
Majesty - Government ought to make every 
effort to secure the transfer to a neutral country 
ol those British officers who liave be en prisoners 
of war in Germany since the early part of the 
war. 

The Karl of DERBY sad that he hoped to get 
a definite answer from Switzerland in a short 
(ime. If he received a favourable reply, the 
Government would gt once negotiate with the 
German authorities for the transfer of prisoners 
to that country. He could not, agree to limit 
the proposed transfer to officers, and, in the- 
first instance, they must try and get officers and 
men treated alike. If the German Government 
would not liberate any men, but were willing 
to liberate officers, then he would deal with 
officers alone. The real difficulty of the matie- 
was to find a neutral country which was ready 
to receive such officers, and the number that 
such a country would be willing to receive, If 
the Government could arrive aí an understand. 
ing with a neutral country, they would urge 
the transfer to that country to the fullest ex. 
tent that they were able to procure. He con.

had heen wounded at a later period of the war 
should also be taken into consideration at the 
same time. He believed that the reports as te 
the mental condition of the officers who were 
prisoners in Germany were only too true, and 
anything he could do to effect a transfer se 
neutral countries to the maximum number that 
the neutral countries would consent to take he 
should do to the best of bis ability.

THE NEW RESTRICTIONS. 
The restrictions imposed by the Government 
on the sale of whiskey are causing immense 
embarrassment ito distillers and holders of 
whiskey in bond. No whiskey can be with- 
drawn from bond henceforth, for a period of 
six months at least, without a permit from the 
Advisory Committee in London, and the quan- 
lily withdrawn must not execed 50 per cent. 
of the quantity withdrawn in the year 1916. 
For the past two days no business has been 
the bonded warehouses. If a trader 
had a puncheon or a hogshead of whiskey in 
bond for eome years, he could not withdraw 
even a pint of if he had not taken out some 
last year. Tho wholesale and the retail 
trade are hard hit by the restriction, which 
came in @ shape thet puzzled not only the 
distillers, but the Excise officers. It is also 
felt that there is something prejudicial to Irish 
interests in the fact that the Advisory Com- 
mittee in London which issues permite does 
not include a single representative of Ireland. 
It will take a considerable time for the Ad- 
visory Committee to deal with all the applica- 
tions which are reaching it, and there is 
reason to fear that the applications from Ire-
